Claims 11-16 relate to subject-matter considered by this Authority to be covered by the 
provisions of Rule 67.1 (iv) PCT.

The subject-matter of the claims is considered to be novel (Article 33(2) PCT). The 
essential structural difference between the claimed compounds and those of D1 resides 
in the furan ring, which is a phenyl group in D1 . 

3. INVENTIVE STEP 

The subject-matter of the claims can be considered as involving an inventive step 
(Article 33(3) PCT). The document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the 
subject-matter of claim 1 . It discloses benzyl substituted phenyl derivatives with vitamin 
D3 receptor activity. The structural difference to the present compounds is as outlined 
above. The problem to be solved by the present invention is seen in the provision of 
further benzyl derivatives with vitamin D3 receptor activity. In view of the experimental 
part and the other information as given in the description, it can be assumed that this 
problem has been solved for those compounds as disclosed in the claims. 

The prior art D1 gives no information, which would motivate a man skilled in the art to
